This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1, 
15, and 20 drawn to Groups non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1, 15, and 
20 have been CANCELLED. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record do not anticipate nor do they reasonably suggest the slicer 
as claimed in claims 19, 21, 28, 30, 31, and 32. The following applies to all the 
independent claims. The closest prior art, Klingens et al (US 2,563,120), teaches the 
inventions substantially as claimed as noted in the previous Office Actions. However, 
Klingens et aTs tensioning device lacks the spacer and the anchor component remaining 
fixed when the motor pivots wherein the movement of the threaded rod is prevented 
and the spacer is rigidly trapped between the adjustment nut and the anchor 
component. The anchor component and other related features are obvious in view of 
the teachings of Thomson (US 881,743). More on point, another related prior art, Lyons 
(US 5,389,045), teaches a spacer as noted in the last Office Action. However, the thread 
rod is movable even when tensioned and therefore the rod is not prevented from 
movement. Moreover, none of the other prior art of record fairly teach or suggest this 
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lacking feature. Thus it is believed that the claimed inventions in combination with all 
the other recited elements are allowable over the prior art of record.
